LONDON, Sept. 5— (A P)—B rit­ 
ish naval planes scored hits on the 
great 35,000-ton German battle­ 
ship Tirpitz and damaged at least

miralty announced tonight. 
The Tirpitz, previously crippled 
in a Norwegian fjord by British 
midget submarines and fleet aerial 
attack s, has recently been report­ 
ed repaired and mak ing test runs. 
The attack ing planes damaged 
six enemy radio stations, hangars 
and other installations along the 
Norwegian coast in the Hammer- 
fest are above the Arctic circle 
near North Cape. They shot down 
nine German planes and damaged 
a number of others. Eleven B rit­ 
ish planes were lost.

The thing tha t must be borne in mind is tha t 
there is never a world surplus of a nything—tha t 
is, everything tha t is produced is needed some 
pla ce a nd it is up to the sta tesmen a nd the eco­ 
nomist to devise systems 
whereby 
the 
va rious 
peoples ma y be to ena bled to obta in those things 
of w’hich other peoples produce surpluses. 
There 
ha s never been more 
cotton 
grown 
tha n 
wa s 
needed, but there frequently ha s been more cot­ 
ton tha n those who needed it were a ble to buy. The 
remedy for such a situa tion does not lie in reject­ 
ing the newly invented mecha nica l cotton-picker 
a nd thus holding down production, but in finding 
the wa y to ma ke cotton a va ila ble to those who 
need it. 
The a ccomplishment of this end requires 
vision, not na rrowly sectiona l or even na tiona l, 
but ca pa ble of ta king in the entire world pictur« . 
The more extensive the ma rket, the grea ter the 
opportunity for everyone who ha s a nything to sell.

The Labor day holiday on which 
Norris’ funeral fell in this western 
Nebraska town of 6.212 pers<jns 
gave emphasis to his fight for 
laber. He authored the anti-in­ 
junction act of 1932, restricting 
the use of injunctions in labor 
disputes, and at the time of hi.s 
death was honorary president of 
the CTO citizens political action 
committee. 
Dr. Drake traced Norris’ career 
from his birth on an Ohio farm 
through the years that he became 
one of the dominant figures on 
the American scene, a man re­ 
spected 
by 
friends 
and 
critics 
alike for his fierce devotion to 
public service and for his in­ 
tegrity. 
Fought Three Engagements 
A close associate of the veteran 
independent legislator called at­ 
tention, Dr. Drake said, “that no 
man in congress had ever fought 
three major engagements simul­ 
taneously.” 
Dr. Drake said the 
three political battles fought in 
the 1920’s, were for rural elec­ 
trification, for the 20th amend­ 
ment, which eliminated the ‘Tame 
duck” session of congress, and for 
the Nebraska unicameral legisla­ 
ture, fathered by Norris. 
Dr. Drake likened Norris’ sim­ 
plicity to that of Abraham Lin­ 
coln. 
“His honesty was unquestioned,” 
he continued, “and all who knew 
him believed in his statem ent he 
had ‘never told a lie and his hand 
had never touched a bribe.’ ” 
Telegrams Read.

Another dozen ships were de­ 
stroyed or dam aged in the south­ 
ern Philippines. 
A single C ata­ 
lina flying boat attacking an eight 
ship convoy in Davao gulf defi­ 
nitely sank three and probably 
three others. 
A record 140 ton raid on the 
Celebes, south of the Philippines, 
wiped out between 18 and 22 Ja p ­ 
anese planes, three sizable ships 
and three coastal craft. 
A fast naval force shelled and 
bombed Wake island Sunday, two 
days after the strike at the Bonin- 
Volcano group 1,645 miles to the 
west, without flushing any prey.

Turner, assistant selective service 
director and state chairman of the 
committee, and W. H. Andresen, 
veterans employment representa­ 
tive of the w ar manpower com­ 
mission. It is the goal of the com­ 
mittee to complete organization in 
all counties by October 1. 
Selective service has the re­ 
sponsibility of returning soldiers 
to their old jobs if they want 
them. The U. S. employment serv­ 
ice is finding them jobs when 
they desire to change or have 
never before had regular employ­ 
ment.
